There is a wel- 
come break be- 
fore the new year and a new session begins so 
all the tutors can catch their breath and re- 
charge batteries; Joe AA8TA gently reminded 
me that the down time for students and tutors 
can be a busy period for the administrative ma- 
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chine but hopefully even they will find time to relax and enjoy the festive period....they certainly 
deserve it. 


We've also now had time to digest Bruce’s (N1LN) write up of the CW Open in last month's Solid 
Copy and note that participation continues to increase. This year the increase is not as dramatic as 
last when there was a remarkable increase in submitted logs of 89% so the fact that there was any 
growth at all is impressive. The turnout in 2020 was undoubtedly helped by folk being locked 
down at home, and the year on year growth | would guess is fuelled in large part by the steady in- 
crease in membership. It’s all great news and our thanks go to Bruce and the team. 


A reminder too for our European members that the Friday K1USN Slow Speed conTest at 2000z 
was Set up principally for them, their students and other learners but is as yet only sparsely popu- 
lated from this side of the pond. Let's spread the word and make this a truly transatlantic affair for 
an hour each week. 


Bill N5IR posted a link to an article last month on our io group via SKCC entitled ‘The Uncertain Fu- 
ture of Ham Radio’ which attracted a few comments. Not the first alarmist story on the subject I’ve 
come across but this appeared in a reputable engineering journal so thought it must be worth a 
close look with an open mind. The proposition seems to be that ham radio is becoming increas- 
ingly digital and reliant on the internet particularly among the newer generations of hams, and 
that this will migrate many of our activities online and render the RF spectrum irrelevant except 
perhaps for “emergency comms and talking to astronauts”. It’s probably only the last half that is 
controversial. 


The author argues that most younger hams prefer to use their computers and digital gizmos to 
communicate across the world instead of fooling around with things like radios and big antennas. 
Now | don’t know about you but for me CW is, always has been and always will be, about point to 
point across the ‘ether’ with all the excitement of living with RF propagation and its challenges. The 
thought of CW contacts via the internet horrifies me and | would rather find something else to do 
if, as is being suggested, we might eventually lose our access to the RF spectrum. 


But | have to admit she has a point. For many years now my local club has run a special event in 
September to commemorate the first direct radio contact from Europe to Australia which was 
made in 1918 from the Marconi Long Wave Transmitting Station near Caernarfon (the building still 
stands though in some disrepair). | stopped attending when no-one seemed interested any longer 
in spending the night there to catch the long path openings and get VK in the log which was the 
ultimate aim - it became a mainly ‘9 till 5’ social affair. So | was surprised 3 years ago when | saw 
on the club Facebook page a post in big letters stating “GB2VK Contacts Australia!”. Being an un- 
likely time of day | asked which band but before anyone replied a video clip was posted of a mem- 
ber sitting in his car outside the building with a 2m handheld talking to a VK ham who was perfect 
S9 copy. As | suspected this was digital voice (D-Star | think) connecting into a nearby internet 
linked repeater. 


The point about this is that while most of the ‘established’ membership was not impressed, many 
of the newer licensees were excited and inspired by this demonstration. And why wouldn't they 
be? Their new handheld radios have all the facilities and programming information built in so they 
can be on Wires-X etc. in no time and talking to the world with BBC quality audio at any time of the

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day. If this is increasingly seen as the ‘way to do things’ then for me it’s a worrying trend. I’m confi- 
dent any significant threat to the way we operate isn’t imminent and not within my lifetime but 
what about the decades to come? | don’t believe any spectrum authority can ignore the present 
levels of activity on HF particularly on the original (ie contest) bands but it needs to be continued 
through the coming demographic changes and more attention paid to the WARC bands and the 
FT8 influence. 


Ham radio will always change but whatever happens and wherever we're headed I'll always con- 
sider myself lucky and fortunate to have been around in the hobby for these last 50 years. For 
now let's make sure we keep the bands alive and full of CW and do our best to inspire newcomers 
with the magic of short wave and A1A. Long live CW, long live RF...!

Duncan, G3WZD: CWops helps a Welsh amateur radio society mark historic Marconitests 


The Barry Amateur Radio Society (BARS) in South Wales has long enjoyed a close connection with 
one of Marconi’s historic achievements. Barry, South Wales is the location of Lavarnock Point, 
one of the sites chosen by Marconi for the first successful attempt to transmit wireless signals 
over water between two countries England and Wales.

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During May 1897 Marconi, assisted by George Kemp, a group of Royal Engineers and Post Office 
technicians, set up apparatus to carry out communication tests without the use of wires across 
the Bristol Channel. The successful conclusion of these tests marked the end of Marconi’s period 
as an amateur. A few days later he formed his company. 


The tests took place on Thursday 13° May 1897 when Marconi’s assistant, George Kemp, sent 
several Morse code messages from the transmitter site on Flatholm Island in the Bristol Channel 
to Lavarnock Point, where Marconi had set up the receiving apparatus. 


BARS previously commemorated these tests in 1972 but planned to conduct another re- 
enactment of this historic moment in the development of wireless telegraphy; this time it would 
be filmed for broadcast on prime-time television. The event would be featured in an episode of 
“Britain by Beach”, a series commissioned by Britain’s Channel 4 which will air late November 
2021 on Saturday evenings. Following my reply to a note 
posted on the CDXC reflector asking for a volunteer CW op- 
erator, | was invited to assist. 


Unfortunately, the original plan to set up the transmitter 
site on Flatholm Island was cancelled following changes to 
the production schedule. The only day available for shoot- 
ing was the one day there was no warden on the island and | 
visitors are not allowed unless a warden is present. Plan B iy 
was to set up both sites at opposite ends of a large field at ie 
Lavarnock Point. , 


Following several emails and phone calls with Glyn Jones 
GWOANA, the BARS Chairman, | drove to Wales (taking my 
old Kent straight key for some degree of authenticity) and 
met the BARS team at the Marconi Village Holiday Park ear- 
ly morning on 23 September. 


Conditions were dire with a heavy drizzle and a stiff on- 
shore breeze (it would have certainly been a miserable trip 
out to Flatholm on the rigid inflatable had Plan A come to 
fruition!). We nevertheless set up the gear at the transmit 
and receive sites using a pair of FT857D transceivers on 2m CW. Communication would be in one 
direction (as were the original tests by Marconi and Kemp). The film crew and program presenter 
arrived on-site and | was delighted to see the presenter was none other than Anita Rani, a well- 
known TV personality who will probably be familiar to many UK CWops members. 


Flatholm Island emerges from the mist 
and rain; the closest we could get 


The rain eventually cleared, and the day turned sunny and bright, ideal filming conditions at last. 
| was at the TX site (this was only a few yards from the location of the original receive site) with 
one camera crew and Anita was at the RX site with another crew. | was instructed to slowly send 
a series of messages that were originally sent by Kemp (who fortunately kept a detailed diary of 
everything he transmitted). | started to send “How are you” followed by “Send us news” and other 
short phrases from the original list. | was sending at around 10 wpm but word soon came back 
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on the 2m FM talkback channel that this was too fast. After 
several successive reductions in speed, | ended up sending at 
about 5wpm character speed with 10 second gaps between 
letters; anyone who has tried that will know it is pretty hard to 
remember what was the last letter you sent. 


In fact, this was probably about the speed that Kemp was us- 
ing in the original tests!

“How are you Anita”. Glyn had been school- 
ing Anita to recognise her name in Morse 
and she did, much to her obvious excite- 
ment! This was all captured on-camera and

Last week at the Southwest Ohio DX Association meeting, the W8OK Award was bestowed upon 
SWODXA member John Comella, N8AA (CWOPs #723). The award is given to the SWODXA mem- 
ber who exhibits those traits that Frank Schwab, W8OK embodied. Frank was a co-founder of the 
Dayton Hamvention® and the founder of Dayton Sky-Warn. Frank was a well-known top-flight 
contester and CW operator. He soon rose to the top of the DXCC ranks and eventual member- 
ship in the CQ DX Hall of Fame. 


Frank is Known to have said “CW is an art...be an artist!” Members who are considered for the 
W8OK award must exhibit the following traits and characteristics: 


e Operating ethics and courtesy. 

e Station activity. 

e Observance of FCC rules. 

e Contribution to the club such as participation in club activities, contests, etc.

Planning 


In February 2021, | saw a post to CWops Groups.io requesting some CWops join a DXpedition to 
Bimini, Bahamas. My wife and | winter in Hollywood, FL and Bimini is about 50 miles East of Mi- 
ami. | SCUBA dive in the area and Bimini often comes up in casual conversation. The diving and 
fishing are much improved over South Florida. And | read novels set in South Florida and the 
Caribbean. But a DXpedition? My wife said OK! She knew I'd want to go on a DXpedition. And 
she was not going to stand in my way. | needed more information. Who are these hams? What 
are their plans for antennas, stations, etc.? Who will operate and on what bands? Where will | 
stay, sleep and eat? 


It turned out most of the team belonged to the St. Augustine Florida ARC, | was invited to join 
them for Field Day. There would be a photo op for the 

QSL card. | would get my shirts and hats and we'd all 

shake down our equipment. 


| decided to bring my own radio and antennas. | 
brought an IC-7410 and my newer Windows 10 laptop. 
My go to FD antenna is a ZS6BKW antenna, similar to a 
G5RV but using 450 ohm Window Line instead of 110 
Ohm TV Twin Lead. Both are Center Fed Zepp 80m 
thru 10m antennas. At my QRZ page you'll see more 
elaborate FD antennas, but they were too heavy and 
bulky for transport to Bimini. 


My wife and | arrived in St. Augustine a day early. We 
met Richard NN2T and his wife Linda KN4KJC at the 
Field Day site. One Bimini teammate was in charge of 
the band/operator plan and another was in charge of 
antenna location at the FD site. | was feeling better 
about the DXpedition. The St. Augustine ARC showed 
me a good time. | made 500 Qs on CW and the rest of 
the club made another 500 Qs on SSB and FT8. 


After Field Day, my wife and | traveled further South to 
Hollywood, Florida where we learned the DXpedition 
leaders had canceled the DXpedition. They cited possi- 
ble hurricanes as the reason. Well, its South Florida in 
the summer. | saw that possible problem in February. 
But, some of us decided to move forward. Instead of travel by private boat we would travel via 
commercial ferry. If the ferry decided to cancel, of course we would trust their judgment. At that 
point maybe our travel insurance would reimburse some of our expenses.

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But many things remained uncertain; 1) How much 
would it cost to get our gear to Bimini, 2) How would 
we transport it from the port to our cottages, 3) Where 
would we set up antennas? / still had no firm answer 
from the landlord, would he even allow antennas on the 
property. 4) How would we get coax to antennas on 
the beach when there's a road between us and the 
beach? 5) Would Bahamian authorities object to coax 
laying on the road? 6) Would cars damage it? Covid-719 
cases in the Bahamas were climbing, bars and restau- 
rants were closed. 7) Where is the nearest a grocery 
store? We would have to find out after arrival. 


On Tuesday July 13", Richard and Linda drove from St. 
Augustine to Fort Lauderdale and Juan AC6ZM/C6AZM, 
arrived by air. On Wednesday, July 14°", 11 am; we all 
arrive in the Bahamas by ferry with all our gear. 


Wednesday, July 14 


We cleared customs by 1:30 pm and our man in Bimi- 
ni, (Barry) was there to meet us. He rented a pickup to 
collect our gear from the port. Richard and Linda had 
rented a golf cart from him and it's there, too. What- 
ever does not fit in the pickup fits in the golf cart and 
we journey to the cottages we have rented. We reach 
mine first and Juan and | unload. Our goal is to get my 
station on the air before the 1900Z CWT. 


We work quickly to get the ZS6BKW antenna up. Juan 
noticed three power line transformers and there was 

a golf cart rental store next door. The cottage | rented 
had an abundance of potential noise sources. | didn't 
see those on Google Earth.

set up my station before the 1900Z CWT. Richard and 
Linda set up an Eagle One antenna in their big front 
yard. They were making FT8 Qs by 1820Z. While | set 
up my station, Juan got his mount-

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bands. Our antennas are surrounded by build- 
ings. Mine was up ten feet on the ends and 20 
feet high in the center. The ZS6BKW antenna 
was a real performer at FD but now there was 
no way to give it a clear shot at the horizon, my 
cottage was antenna challenged. There were 
no tall palm trees on the property line, like | saw 
on Google Earth. It looked like a hurricane had 
torn the siding off my cottage and destroyed a 
home behind us. The exterior of my cottage 
looked nothing like the pictures on VRBO. | 
knew the beach was across the road. There are 
very few buildings on the beach side of the 
road. | didn't know if | dared run coax across 
the road or if | could set up my verticals on the 
beach? But that was my dream. 


My friend Bill, AF4R had told me you can run 
coax across a road if you put it thru a garden 
hose. He shared valuable knowledge from his 
DXpedition in the Bahamas. Juan and | found 
some garden hose in the 
hurricane rubble behind the 
cottage but for now we de- 
cided to stay on cottage 
property. Richard brought 
two 100' garden hoses. 


Juan got his Delta loop set 
up between a tree and the 
balcony. We were both on 
air and running a frequency. 
Juan was using an IC-706 
with separate ATU and | had 
my IC-7410. 


Our stations were set up on 23:05:51 
opposite ends of a dining — 7 
table with our coax run 
through windows. We were 
jamming, and | don't mean 
that is a good way. We tried 
to work thru it. Even with 
band pass filters on both stations, the Eagle One vertical on 40 meters was generating S9+20 
hash on 20 meters. After the 1900Z CWT, | worked many European stations on 20 m.

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Late Wednesday July 15 0220Z (10:20 pm EDT) 


Juan gets the Club Log livestream working and my Qs begin to upload. The livestream operates 
in the background using a very small bandwidth, (only 500 bits per log entry) and log entries ap- 
peared in just 3 minutes. I'm glad he was there to set it up. It required a small bit of file pointing 
using the Command Prompt window. He quickly became an invaluable IT resource. One other 
thing about our cottage, a least it had good Wi-Fi . 


We both participated in the 0300Z CWT until the power went out at 03:55Z and we grabbed some 
shut-eye. Power was restored an hour later and | wondered if that was the norm in Bimini. 
Turns out it was. 


| got up for the 0700Z CWT. The propagation and/or activity, quickly faded after the CWT. 


In the morning, Juan reported propagation was good to Asia on FT-8 with many calls from VK, JA, 
and YB while using the IC-706 and the Eagle One. So, FT8 was working thru the high noise levels. 


Thursday July 15 


Juan moved down to Richard's cottage and the big front yard full of trees. | lost power for an 
hour and Wi-Fi for about 9 hours. Richard, Linda and Juan swatted mosquitoes and set up half a 
dozen antennas. Richard's cottage had no access to the beach or the bay. What Richard saw on 
Goggle Earth didn't match the geography of what he had on the ground. He couldn't run coax 
across the road to the East side of Bimini because there is a high security fence preventing access 
to the harbor. However, Richard's neighbor Duval, like all Bahamians, was friendly. ube allowed 
Richard to run coax (300 feet) thru 

his property and out to the beach on 
the ocean side. 


While my Wi-Fi was out, | scavenged 
some garden hose | found in the rub- gm‘.

The team made over 5000 QSOs, | uploaded 1377 Qs to Club Log. Richard and Juan had a lot 
more BIC (But In Chair) time and made more QSOs Richard's Qs were mostly on FT8. Juan had 
the most seat time and used a least 3 modes, CW, FT8 and RTTY. He set a new record for C6A in 
the NAQP RTTY contest. Richard and | made slide shows and the three of us presented them to 
the St. Augustine ARC and the Bay Area DxXers. 


WKFlex: CW remote with SmartSDR and Winkeyer 
Max Mucci, N5NHJ (I8NHJ) 


I'm a CW guy and a SmartSDR remote user. 


I'm very happy with the performances of 
SmartSDR but | was missing both the CW sidetone 
and sending code from my paddle/keyer. 


| understand it can be achieved in different ways, 
using a Maestro is one of those. | also understand 
there are software applications which can do that, 
but | was looking for a light, simple, and elegant 
solution. | spoke about my idea with Dave, N1BIT 
and we came out with a working prototype written 
in Python and, eventually, a graphical app written 
in C#.

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The prerequisite for the system is to have a Winkeyer by K1EL, nothing 
else. Also, the app works ONLY with a Winkeyer or devices which emulate 
the Winkeyer, no other devices are supported. 


WkKFlex creates a tunnel between the local Winkeyer and SmartSDR, al- 
lowing to send CW without extra cables, interfaces, or difficult configura- 
tions. 


The following steps should have you up and running in minutes: 


Step 1: Add a dedicated Winkeyer interface to SmartSDRCAT (right) 


Step 2: Check your Winkeyer COM port. If you 
don't know it already, open Windows device man- 
ager. 


Step 3: Download WKFlex from this link:

WkKFlex-V11.zip?dl=0 


The software is not signed, so Windows will com- 
plain. If you trust me download it, if you trust Win- 
dows don't! 


Step 4: Unzip WKFlex in a folder of your choice. It 
doesn’t require to be installed, just unpack it. If 
you want to remove it just delete the folder. 


Double click on WKFlex.exe to run the app. 
Click on SETTINGS (bottom, right). 


Enter the COM ports parameters, and the speed range for the Winkeyer ****, click on SAVE and 
CLOSE. 


Now click on START and enjoy your paddle! 
Nothing happens? Check and make sure your Flex is in CW mode. 


The Speed Offset control in the main window can be helpful for high latency, low speed network 
connections. You are sending at higher speed than the Flex radio, avoiding gaps between letters.

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Some Telegraph Key Mysteries 


Ed Goss, N3CW 


While one would think that by the year 2021 just about everything that could be known about the 
telegraph key would be known, and that there would be no such thing as a key mystery. Reality 
shows that is not the case. This article presents a quick overview of eight historical key mysteries 
for the reader to consider and help solve. Although all the research conducted by the author on 
what is shown here will not be presented in this article, the results of that research have only 
added to the mysteries. 


THE MONTGOMERY WARD AIRLINE KEY 


The Montgomery Ward Air- 
line key shown here was 
first described in a K9YA Tel- 
egraph newsletter (January 
2017), with hopes of some- 
one recognizing the key or 
being able to provide some 
details about it. No further 
information was received, 
and so the mystery of this 
key’s origin remains. The key 
obviously looks like an Elec- 
tric Specialty (ES) device, 
sometimes called a Cedar Rapids or CR speed key. Adding to the mystery is the “Airline” label. 
Keys sold by Montgomery Ward typically were name brands, but this key actually has a Wards- 
branded label on it. Continued detailed searches for any mention of an Airline key have to date 
not yielded any results, and no collectors contacted have recognized this key. 


The key’s Airline label shows no evidence of marking ink or mechanical stamping of any numbers 
or identifying marks. The years when this particular label design appeared on Montgomery Ward 
products help to estimate the age of the Airline key, with somewhere between 1941 and 1945 as 
probable years of first fabrication. One possible explanation for the key’s existence is that the key 
is a Montgomery Ward device that was actually produced and sold during the 1940s or early 
1950s. Other possibilities include the key being a prototype made from Electric Specialty parts as 
a result of a business arrangement between Wards and ES, or perhaps the key resulted from 
parts obtained when ES went out of business. No matter what the explanation for this key, it re- 
mains an interesting and rare device that very few collectors are aware of. 


BROWN BROTHERS MODEL ES SINGLE LEVER 


BBMC manufactured keys from 1964 through 1979. The BBMC product line consisted almost en- 
tirely of ten well-known models. Various experimental and prototype models were presented 
and discussed in an earlier K9YA Telegraph newsletter (March 2016), but unfortunately no new 
information was made available after the article's publication.

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The Brown Brothers were Edward C. (Ed) Brown, and William F. (Bill) Brown. Bill Brown taught 
mechanical studies and basic electronics courses in the St. Louis school system. Bill was never a 
licensed ham; however, Ed was licensed and held the call WOBMM, and enjoyed contesting and 
working DX. Ed was an engineer who worked for the McDonnell Aircraft Company. The brothers 
made their keys in Bill’s basement shop, located on Southwest Avenue in St. Louis, MO. Bill made 
the casting equipment and dies, and all of the zinc casting, small part plating, and painting were 
done in-house. Brown Brothers Machine Company kept very little documentation and whatever 
paperwork that may have been left when the shop was sold is most likely long gone. According to 
friend and neighbor Jim Glasscock, WOFF, the Brown Brothers were known to build experimental 
devices, and to accommodate special requests for friends. 


Unlike other BB devices, the Model ES does appear to record a serial number. The number “011” 
can be faintly seen on the label in the above photo, and another single-lever previously owned by 
the author clearly showed a “014” serial number. These serial numbers would seem to support 
some claims that at least a dozen of the single-lever devices were made by BB. Also of interest is 
the bearing frame on the Model ES, which appears to be the same design used on the Model CSA 
for the bug suspension. Why weren't more of these single-lever keys made, and why were only 
these models serialized?

KEYER PROTOTYPES 


As seen at right, the only two BBMC 
keyer prototypes known to exist 
differ in size and arrangement of des 
controls. Both devices were obtained 
from different sources over a period 
of time. These keyers exhibit many 
construction commonalities, includ- 
ing use of similar controls for speed 
and sidetone volume, choice of con- 
trol knobs, use of epoxy for internal 
parts mounting, similar component 
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wiring techniques, and the choice of the 
WB4VVF Accu-keyer and board for the 
keyer. It appears that an external speaker | 
was intended to be utilized by using two of 
the rear panel connector pins. The bases | 
appear to be aluminum, with the cases 
cast zinc. The devices appear original, with | 
no evidence of any refurbishment or re- 
painting over time. The keys’ mechanical 
supports, such as the hand key spring 
pedestals and the BTL-A frames, are iden- 
tical to those found on standard BB keys. 
It is estimated that these keyer prototypes 
were fabricated somewhere between 
1974 and 1976. The existence of a keyer 
prototype can be easily imagined to have 
resulted from Ed Brown’s interest in CW. 


The photo above, right shows the inside of the smaller of the two keyer prototypes, with sliding 
control under the dual-lever paddles and the component side of the Accu-keyer circuit board visi- 
ble. Why did these keyers remain relatively unknown and never see production? Do any other 
BB keyer prototypes exist? 


SPECIAL DEVICES MODEL 100A KEYER 


The Special Devices Model 100A was first 
described by the author in the May 2016 
CW Ops newsletter. For a more technical 
discussion of this keyer and additional = 
photos refer to that first article. This Model @~ 
100A was essentially a total unknown when 
that May 2016 article appeared. However, 
a bit of additional background on the keyer jesse 
and its maker were provided from several 
newsletter readers, although aspects of the | 
mysterious nature of this keyer’s existence 
remain. 


By way of review, several things were im- 
mediately intriguing when first examining 
this keyer. The unit's serial number of 43, 
the compact size of the keyer, the con- a 
struction techniques used, and the sophis- | 

tication of the dual-lever paddle design ——— 
offered evidence that the Model 100A was not just a quick homebrew project The keyer has simi- 
larities to some early 1950s W6EOWP compact designs, as well as the 1957 Eldico EE-3 . Stampings 
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on the keyer indicate that it was made by Special Devices Co., of 7 E Franklin Avenue in Barron, 
WI. Attempts to find any archived historical records for Special Devices yielded no matches. 


The Model 100A is a tube-based keyer, using a 6AL5 dual diode, a 6J6 dual triode, and an OB2 
regulator. Output keying is via a relay. The dual-lever paddle design, when other integrated keyer 
mechanisms of the time period were single-lever or converted bugs, makes the Model 100A 
stand out. The paddle mechanism features elongated aluminum fingerpieces, which eliminate 
the need for separate paddle arms. There are two embedded pivot bearings in each fingerpiece; 
the top and bottom adjustment screws are hollow at the ends to allow the operator to set bear- 
ing feel. Two pairs of contacts are used, with contact points provided on fingerpiece standoffs 
and on the ends of the contact adjustment screws. Locking nuts are included for all adjustments. 
Paddle return to center is via spring tension, which is also adjustable. Despite the age of this inte- 
grated paddle, it is velvety-smooth and consistent in operation. The low moving mass of the 
mechanism (remember, there are no arms) is far ahead of its time. This is a paddle which is an 
anachronism, and is as pleasant to use as many of today’s paddles. 


Keyer fabrication includes use of cable lacing and red paint to mark solder joints and supports 
the fact that the maker was an experienced assembler. A terminal board is used for resistor, ca- 
pacitor, and fuse mounting. The mechanical design is well thought-out, as seen by the orientation 
of components and the holes for ventilation and cooling. There is a hole plug on top of the keyer 
- not to cover up a drilling mistake, but to provide access to the relay arm tension adjustment 
inside. The extra effort to mount a recessed toggle switch on the bottom of the keyer is meant to 
keep a seldom-used switch out of the operator's way; this switch appears to change the polarity 
of the paddles. The “remote” jack on the rear panel allows an external paddle to be connected. 
There is a front panel toggle switch to the left of the speed knob; this switch provides a “hold” 
function for transmitter tune-up. The rear panel jack marked “bk.in” is most likely meant to mute 
the receiver while transmitting - it is wired to the normally closed contacts of the keying relay. 


Using the limited information available, it is estimated that the Model 100A may have been pro- 
duced at some point during the years 1958 through 1961. The estimate is based on introduction 
of the OB2 tube (1957), beginning widespread usage of commercial dual-lever paddles 
(approximately 1961), and increasing availability of transistorized keying devices (beginning ap- 
proximately 1960). 


As of 2021, it is known that this keyer was manufactured by Archie Smith, W9DND, and that he 
was first listed in the 1927 Callbook. John J. Holman (the current holder of W9DND), is a nephew 
by marriage to Archie Smith. John writes to me that the that the Special Devices keyer business 
was Started by the original W9DND in the early 1950s. John also provided some biographical in- 
formation on the original W9DND: 


“Archie Smith was born on December 13, 1902 and died on November 24, 1995. 
Archie was known on the radio as Art, and was first licensed as 9DXB in 1924. The 
call W9DND was issued sometime before Jan. 1, 1933. Art operated KDXL, WME, 
WAM, WLK, and WVT all using CW. He worked on the Great Lakes as a shipboard Ra- 
dio Operator. Also in the early 40’s he worked for the Army in a message center in 
Chicago. The message center was CW and later RTTY as the war progressed. | re- 
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member visiting his house in Barron, Wisconsin. The lower level was filled with 
things of many wonders for a young boy to get into. 


“Art owned and operated a business called Special Devices Co. in the early 1950s. He 
made an electronic key that is now called a keyer. With tube technology he devel- 
Oped it to the point of self completing dash. It was a 4” w x 4.5" h x 6.5” long metal 
box with key paddles built onto the front. There was always one of these keyers 
someplace in his station. Art did most of his operating in the 1970's. He earned an 
ARRL 60 WPM CW certificate on June 18, 1970. He retired from Dairyland Power Co- 
operative in 1968. Probably what was most impressive was him talking with you 
while operating CW on the nets at the same time. | have witnessed this and also 
heard it from others. Art encouraged people to get interested in electronics and 
electrical fields. He and | had many conversations on technology. He built solid state 
devices for himself, both transistor and IC. “ 


John was also able to review Special Devices paperwork in his possession, and told me that Mod- 
el 100A serial number 43 shipped on April 3, 1950 to A. C. Krones, W9UIT. However, the OB2 tube 
used in this keyer was not developed until 1957, and so the mystery continues. Is the paperwork 
wrong, or a number unclear? Fred, W2AAB suggests the paperwork’s date could have been mis- 
read, and possibly could be 1959 or 1960. Why wasn't a keyer exhibiting this level of advanced 
design not advertised or reviewed by major publications? How many Model 100As were pro- 
duced and how were they sold? Were any Model 100As made before 1957 and the introduction 
of the OB2 tube? 


HEATH GREEN VIBRO-KEYER 


An interesting variation 
of the early 1960 Vibro- 
plex Vibro-Keyer (it was 
renamed the Vibrokeyer 
in 1981) paddle is 
shown here and fea- 
tures a green base. 
Sometimes called the 
Heath or Heathkit Vibro- 
Keyer, the author has 
seen three different 
green paddles over 
time, all with a base of 
the same green shade 
and serial numbers that 
date the paddle to 1960. 
All three examples ex- 
amined appear to be 
factory original and not individually painted. No Vibroplex records or advertising has been found 
to indicate how this paddle variation became available, and few collectors are aware of it. How 
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many were built? Are these green-based variations actually related to Heathkit or is there anoth- 
er reason for their existence? 


H. G. MARTIN 1941 SENDING MACHINE PATENT 2228470 


Keyer design during the period of

Moto-Key (reviewed in April 1939 
QST) and the Starkens “Equable” 
motorized bug. (described ina 
March 1942 QST article). In a May 
11, 1940 patent application for a 
“semiautomatic telegraphic send- 
ing machine” Horace G. Martin de- 
scribed a motorized semi- 
automatic key with similarities to 
both the Mason Moto-Key and the 
Starkens Equable motorized bug. 
Martin’s patent issued on January 
14, 1941 (patent #2228470), and 
seems to have been overlooked by 
many historians. 


The Rotoplex (patent #2228469) is 
frequently described as the last 
production key Martin designed. 
However, it is the author's opinion 
that the 1941 sending machine as 
described in patent 2228470 is ac- 
tually the last key Martin designed, 
at least based on patent filing 
dates. It is easy to speculate on 
why this key was apparently never 
developed, with emerging fully- 
electronic keyer designs that were 


being concurrently developed be- q : 4. 
ing a possible reason. Attorney 


Did Martin ever build this key or 

even fabricate a prototype? The key is described as semi-automatic, but text in the patent de- 
scribes the key as usable for transmitting dots, or dashes, or both. Patent drawings appear to 
show the device being capable of fully automatic operation. Why was there never more attention 
given this fully-automatic key design that should have had a more prominent place in key histo- 


ry? 
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VIBROPLEX ORIGINAL WITH TWO-PIECE FRAME 


A 1905 Vibroplex Original 
is a very rare and special 
key. The Original. seen at 
right, which is serial num- 
ber 867, is even more 
special. Serial 867 uses a 
two-piece mainframe, 
which knowledgeable col- 
lectors have never seen 
on this early key. Two 
screws hold the top piece 
to the bottom part of the 
mainframe (see the red 
arrows). No other 1905 
Originals known exhibit 
this two-piece main- 
frame, and that is the es- 
sence of this mystery. 
Was it designed that way 
as an experiment? Could 
we be looking at a re- 
paired device? Perhaps 
this key is a Vibroplex 
prototype? Because of 
the way the top piece is 
beveled, the fact that the 
metal “grain” marks line 
up between the two piec- 
es, and the overall color- 
ing of the metal pieces, it 
is felt that this key repre- 
sents a modification or 
repair done at Vibroplex.. 
According to Fred Maas 
KT5X, Vibroplex (before 
1925) had a very liberal 
buy-back policy, where 
they offered a $6 trade-in allowance for repairable keys. Vibroplex also offered refurbished keys 
for sale. If serial number 867 is indeed a repaired model, adding to the complexity of a frame re- 
pair was the need for a shorter trunnion pin. Could it be that the designer wanted to see how the 
shorter trunnion pin affected the overall feel of the bug during use? Why wasn't the key repaired 
by simply replacing what might have been a damaged frame with a new stock frame? We may 
never know with certainty why this bug uses the two-piece mainframe, but it is fun to speculate. 
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WESTERN ELECTRIC PROTOTYPE 


Lack of any identifying marks or name 
on the unique key shown at right (with 
a standard hand key for comparison) 
has led me to call it the “Western Elec- 
tric Prototype.” The key appears to be 
some sort of modified hand key, and 
belongs to Jack Reichert, NARV. Jack 
states the small bug may be a West- 
ern Electric or Bell Labs prototype. 
Many years ago, Jack’s father, who 
worked for AT&T in their Telegraph 
Department, obtained this key from 
one of his older employees, an origi- 
nal old time telegrapher. Was this key 
someone's basement project, or does 
it represent a unique prototype by a 
company intending to produce keys? 
Do any collectors have another one 
like it? 


To summarize, here are eight unusual Morse-related devices with lots of unknown history still to 
be learned. Can any readers add some knowledge that will help clear up these key mysteries? 
Perhaps the best benefit to understanding the stories behind our CW ancestors’ inventions is 
that we can come to appreciate the love they had for the CW mode and how that love has been 
passed down to us through their creations.

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CWops Tests 


Rich Ferch, VE3KI 


As of November 1 we were over 80% of the way through this year’s CWTs (129 out of 156 CWT 
sessions completed). Now that we have passed the 120-session mark, there are a significant 
number of members who have already reached the gold medal level, whether that is 120 CWTs 
as in North America, 90 CWTs in Europe, or 60 CWTs in the rest of the world. There are many 
more who are well on the way and are likely to reach the 
gold level by the end of the year. All told, | am expecting 
the number of members who reach gold to be around 
150, and slightly larger numbers for the silver and 
bronze levels. 


That's a lot of medals to mail out, and so there will be a 
change in policy this year. Instead of mailing out a medal 
to every member who qualifies (except for those who 
choose to opt out), we will be switching to an “opt-in” ap- 
proach. There will be downloadable pdf certificates available to everyone, and in addition to the 
certificate you will be able to ask for a medal if you want one. 


The certificate design is not quite completed yet, but | think you'll like them - the draft looks pret- 
ty good to me. There will even be a certificate for members who participate in fewer CWT ses- 
sions than the bronze medal level, although the certificate for those who didn’t make one of the 
medal levels may not be quite as nice as the gold, silver and bronze certificates. 


The web site where you can download the certificates has not been set up yet, but it should be 
ready by the time we need it. It will be announced in this column and in the groups.io group. 


Next year, instead of 156 CWT sessions there will be 208, but the medal criteria won't change in 
North America, as the new 0700Z session is not primarily aimed at our North American mem- 
bers. It is intended more for members in Europe and elsewhere, and so the medal levels for Eu- 
ropean members will be changed to match those in North America. The criteria in the rest of the 
world will be unchanged. 


The attendance in the unofficial O700Z session so far has been low. It started out with 47 entries 
in the second (July 8) session, but participation has been declining since then, down to 19 entries 
posted in the November 4 session. In the new year, we hope that the fact that it will count to- 
wards the awards will have a positive impact. This session is at about the same local time in Eu- 
rope as the 1300Z session is in North America, and that one is very popular (averaging in the vi- 
cinity of 400 entries each time). About one-third of the callsigns in the CWops membership roster 
are outside North America, so | don’t think it would be unreasonable to expect (or at least hope 
for) a turnout above 100 once the new session gets really going. Anyway, we'll see how that goes 
in the new year.

He was my Special Forces Radioman; my inspiration to make this jour- 
ney, and showed me that with a piece of wire, a cootie and CW genius you could literally talk to 
the world from the middle of nowhere. 


Been a ham since 2004 and live in Corinth, TX near DFW airport. My age is 77 years. A retired wa- 
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ter and environmental lawyer from the New Mexi- 
co Office of the State Engineer, | have been married 
46 years with 3 children and five grandchildren. 
Spent many years in the law as a JAG, an Assistant 
US Attorney and in private practice. A Vietnam vet- 
eran, | served 5 years in Europe and Southeast 
Asia. Served with 10th Army Special Forces as Cap- 
tain and ODA-1 Team Commander in Europe and 
the Middle East. Our communications were all in 
Morse code through an AN/GRC-109 army radio.

Graduated from Brown University; went 
to language school and university in Cologne, Ger- 
many; Defense Language Institute, Russian Inter- 
preter/Translator Course, Presidio of Monterey, 
with fluency in German and Russian. Other hobbies 
are woodworking, genealogy and sailing. | own a 
sailboat. It is a West Wight Potter 19. 


My interest in radio began when | was 12 years old in 1956. My father purchased me a Heathkit 
AR-3 receiver which we built. | learned about Ham Radio in Explorer Post 186 in Carlsbad, New 
Mexico, but never could pass the CW test. With Sputnik, my interest turned to astronomy, tele- 
scopes and photography. Spent many nights in Carlsbad looking at planets and stars in the clear, 
pristine atmosphere of New Mexico in the Guadalupe Mountains. During high school, | devel- 
Oped an interest in spelunking many of the over 400 caves in the Carlsbad, NM area and in genet- 
ics. In 1962 | was the finalist in Biology at the International Science Fair in Seattle, WA. My science 
project was "The Effect of Ultrasonic Sound on E. Coli." 


| renewed my interest in amateur radio in late June 2004. | visited the Albuquerque Amateur Ra- 
dio Field Day at a local city park. Among the multitude of Yagi, verticals and wire antennas, large 
transceivers, big generators, | noticed a lonely man with a backpack strolling, through the bus- 
tling, electronic maze and multitude of persons calling CQ, to a large park light pole located more 
than 25 yards from the rest of the pack. His name was Howard Peavey, K9PV. Soon Richard St. 
John, K5RSJ, joined him. Together they set up a small camp table and chair next to a large light 
pole. They pulled a small, original IC-706 out of the backpack. They loaded the light pole as an 
antenna and hooked up to the chain link fence around the park as a counterpoise. Both of them 
taking shifts, they sent Morse code all day and night. They contacted Russia, Europe, Asia....to my 
mind they were talking to the world. They brought back vivid memories of my radioman and my 
Special Forces missions. The rest of the pack made very few contacts, but with Morse code those 
two piled up most of the points. | was sold. That's what | wanted to do. 


Well, | did it. Under the mentorship of K9PV and K5RSJ | passed the 5-wpm code test and got my 
technicians license on July 15, 2004 as KE5BZI. My first station was that Field Day station of K9PV, 
which he sold me at a very reduced price. Later | got my General and Extra. | had two vanity call 
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signs, KSPCA and then my current call sign NESET. 


That began my long and difficult journey with CW, in particular head copy. | could get on the air 
with my straight key, but | counted and wrote down my QSOs. Both Howard and Richard urged 
me to learn head copy; urged me to switch to an iambic key. But | was too comfortable with my 
straight key; too comfortable counting, and too scared of doing it different. 


Soon, very soon, | was envious of those persons communicating, rag chewing, and contesting 
with high-speed CW. | joined the Albuquerque DX Club and watched in awe as Bruce Draper, 
AASB, Bill Mader, K8TE and Scott Davis, KSTA were all contesting at high speed. Howard Peavey 
and the bunch at SARA, the Socorro Amateur Radio Club, were doing QRP from mountain tops 
before SOTA became a common word. | discovered a new CW class online by CW Operators Club 
called CW Academy in 2012. | had been using Dale Finley's, N1IRZ, of SARA, course with the Koch 
method, but wasn't having much success. Four of us signed up for the CW Academy Beginners 
Class. The instructor was Rob Brownstein, K6RB in October-November, 2012. Two of us graduat- 
ed, but two of us did not, myself included. My internet and computer were not up to the task of 
OOVOO online, but | did learn a lot going to class, even though it was difficult sending and receiv- 
ing over OOVOO. Rob was extremely encouraging and would work with me individually online 
because my OOVOO didn't work. But | missed several classes, which back then was fatal, and did- 
n't graduate. Rob encouraged me to take it again, but there were long waiting lists. | was very 
busy at work, and slowly drifted away...again.

There was B&W photo of 
my 5-year old sister sitting at 
the desk with a Viking Il anda 
Hallicrafters S53-A. While writ- 
ing a blog post about that sce- 
ne, the fire lit off as it had done 
twice before - in 1957 and 
again in 1972. 


KN5KXJ got on the air in June

crystal sets and a two-way tele- 
graph system prior to jumping into amateur radio. Those were exciting days of learning Morse 
on our own and studying license manuals. | recall the thrill of that first contact, KNSKNA, in Aus- 
tin, Texas, running WRL Globe Chief at 75 watts to a dipole. With the general license came the 
pull to get on AM and graduation to a Viking Ranger and then a Viking II with VFO (but same old 
poorly built dipole). 


College, marriage and startup of career put ham radio on hold until the early 1970s. | was in 
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again with new license and call sign WB5IEE. A homebrew project finally put a crystal controlled 
CW transmitter on the air at home along with a Hallicrafters SX-117 receiver purchased from a 
fellow employee. It was fun putting QSL cards on the wall again. 


Bigger job demands and a relocation closed WBSIEE by the mid-80s. Thankfully | kept the station 
gear and the license though inactive.

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an ex-government receiver, a R107. The transmit bug 
bit and in 1949 Dad took the RAE and passed, becom- 
ing G3GDW. We set about building our transmitter, 
an 807 in the PA. We had to use CW only for the first 

year; at the end of that year | was doing 18 wpm and
